purpose of the two bills is to elimin­ 
ate competition among various

making agencies; to co-ordinate

anticipate needs and plan ahead 
for 
them: to organize and adapt the coun­

The director will get certain specific

to take'over steel purchasing. There­ 
after no government agency can buy 
steel except through the munitions di­ 
rector.

Among those killed in the rioting 
was M. l.ogvinoff, of 
the 
executive 
committee of the peasants’ congress. 
The wounded included many wTomen. 
Versions of Story Differ 
Versions of how the rioting started 
differ. 
The most coherent story was 
that a procession of Hie society for 
defense of the constituent assembly 
was attacked by the bolsheviki (max­ 
imalists) and their banners destroyed. 
A command to the troops to fire their 
guns into the air resulted in a general 
hail of machine gun fire and rifles—• 
but not ail of the bullets were shot 
harmlessly toward the sky. 
.VI. TehernofT, a social revolutionary 
and former minister of agriculture un­ 
der Kerensky was elected president 
of the constituent assembly by a vote 
of 244 against 155 polled by Spirido- 
nowa. a former Duma leader. 
Extra guards were scattered around 
Smoinv Institute, headquarters of the 
bolsheviki. which bristled with ma­ 
chine guns and armored cars.

The rumor spread throughout tlie 
city that Kerensky was somewhere in 
hiding in Petrograd with two of his 
former lieutenants.

preparation of land for crops and in 
the cultivation, harvesting, and mar-1 
keting of the crop. 
Deductions may j 
be made for the cost of seed and fer-j 
tilizer, the amount expended for labor 
in caring for live stock, cost of feed, 
repairs to farm and other farm build­ 
ings, but not the cost of repairs to the 
dwelling. 
The cost of repairs to farm 
fences and machinery is deductible, as 
well as the cost of small tools and 
material which is used up in the course 
of a year or two, such

The cost of machinery,
